TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF 
THE  UCKFIELD  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1967,  prepared  on  the 
lines  indicated  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  circular  1  /68. 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  number  of  infectious  disease  notifications  during  1987  rose  to  948, 
compared  with  233  in  1966.  This  was  an  epidemic  year  for  measles  with  897 
cases  notified  as  against  192  the  previous  year. 


Vital  Statistics 

The  crude  birth  rate  is  16-21  per  thousand  population,  compared  with 
14-80  in  1966.  Corrected  for  comparability,  in  age  and  sex  distribution  with  the 
country  as  a  whole,  the  figure  is  19.29,  exceeding  for  the  third  successive  year 
the  figure  for  England  and  Wales,  which  was  17.20  as  compared  with  17-70 
the  previous  year. 

The  crude  death  rate  is  12-18  per  thousand  population,  compared  with 
13-42  in  1966.  The  corrected  death  rate  is  9-01,  which  compares  favourably 
with  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  of  1 1  -20. 

The  birth  rate  in  the  District  was  the  highest  since  1947,  and  the  death 
rate  the  lowest  since  1953,  resulting  in  a  natural  increase  of  births  over  deaths 
of  204,  as  shown  in  Table  II.  This  natural  increase  is  the  highest  since  1946, 
and  the  second  highest  for  any  District  in  East  Sussex  in  1967. 

Deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer  rose  from  104  in  1966  to  139  in  1967,  which 
is  the  highest  ever  recorded.  Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus,  the  self  inflicted 
location  of  the  disease,  still  claims  a  high  proportion  of  its  victims. 

Untreated  Milk — Brucellosis 

During  the  year  107  samples  of  raw  milk  being  retailed  in  the  district  as 
farm  bottled  tuberculin  tested,  were  submitted  for  biological  examination.  One 
was  found  to  be  positive  for  brucella  abortus,  an  organism  responsible  for  a 
serious  disease  transmissible  to  man.  The  milk  originated  from  a  farm  in  this 
district  and  consequently  a  notice  was  served  on  the  farmer  requiring  him  to 
send  the  milk  to  be  heat  treated.  Quarter  samples  were  taken  from  the  32 
cows  in  the  herd  and  one  cow  was  found  to  be  an  excretor  of  brucella  abortus, 
and  was  removed  from  the  milking  herd.  In  accordance  with  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  17/66  the  remaining  cows  were  subjected 
to  two  further  tests  and  no  further  positive  cultures  were  found.  In  all  a  total 
of  82  individual  samples  were  taken,  spread  over  a  period  of  eight  months. 

Food  Hygiene 

The  majority  of  food  premises  are  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition, 
although  from  time  to  time  fruit  and  vegetables  are  still  displayed  unprotected 
outside  shops,  until  the  attention  of  the  shopkeeper  is  drawn  to  this  offence 
against  the  Council’s  clean  food  byelaws.  The  persons  responsible  are  invariably 
newcomers  to  the  district,  who  always  express  surprise  at  being  requested  to 
discontinue  this  practice  and  can  usually  quote  many  examples  of  localities 
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where  they  have  been  permitted  to  exhibit  their  wares  in  the  open  air,  exposed 
to  street  dust  and  indiscriminate  handling. 

A  complaint  was  received  from  the  purchaser  of  some  strained  beef  broth 
baby  food  which  was  packed  under  vacuum  in  a  glass  jar  with  a  metal  cap. 
The  complainant  said  that  she  opened  the  jar  and  gave  half  the  contents  to 
her  baby  in  the  evening  and  placed  the  jar  and  the  remainder  of  the  food  in 
her  refrigerator  overnight.  The  next  morning  she  noticed  a  growth  of  mould 
between  the  glass  and  the  broth.  The  mould,  from  its  consistency,  was  obviously 
not  of  recent  origin,  and  a  careful  examination  of  the  metal  cap  revealed  a  place 
where  it  had  received  a  hard  blow  which  had  evidently  broken  the  seal  and 
released  the  vacuum.  It  was  considered  that  the  damage  had  been  caused  by 
heavy  handling  at  some  stage  of  distribution  and  the  manufacturers  of  the 
product  were  advised  of  the  facts  so  that  they  could  take  the  appropriate 
action.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  arrangements  which  were  made  for  the  examination  of  specimens 
taken  for  the  diagnosis  and  control  of  infectious  diseases,  with  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  Brighton  (telephone 
number  Brighton  63506),  continued  throughout  the  year  and  proved  to  be 
very  satisfactory. 

Medical  practitioners  send  specimens  direct  to  the  Laboratory  and  receive 
a  report  by  telephone,  a  written  copy  of  the  report  being  sent  to  this  office. 

Specimens  may  be  sent  to  reach  the  Southdown  Bus  Depot,  Pool  Valley, 
Brighton,  by  5.15  p.m.  from  Mondays  to  Fridays  and  by  12.30  p.m.  on 
Saturdays,  or  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  by  6  p.m.  from  Mondays  to 
Fridays  and  by  1  p.m.  on  Saturdays. 

Urgent  examinations  may  be  carried  out  at  other  times  by  arrangement 
with  the  Director,  Doctor  Jameson  (telephone  number  Brighton  56960). 

Ambulance  Services. 

The  County  Council,  under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946,  has  the  duty  to  ensure  that  ambulances  are  available  where  necessary 
to  convey  persons  suffering  from  illness  from  places  in  their  area  to  places  in 
or  outside  their  area. 

The  stations  and  ambulances  are  linked  by  radio  control,  which  ensures 
a  quicker  and  more  efficient  service  in  accident  or  emergency  cases.  The 
parishes  adjacent  to  Kent  County  Council  are  covered  by  the  ambulance 
service  of  that  authority  and  all  emergency  calls  along  our  common  boundary 
are  covered  by  the  nearest  ambulance  to  the  scene  of  the  emergency. 

A  day  and  night  ambulance  service  is  available  and  calls  are  accepted 
from  doctors,  nurses,  midwives  and  hospitals  in  the  area.  Only  in  cases  of 
accidents  or  other  sudden  emergencies  are  calls  accepted  directly  from 
members  of  the  public.
